Absenting 
from duty for long periods without sanction of leave or 
even application is grave misconduct meriting deterrent 
punishment especially in case of services like Fire Services, 
and therefore the undersigned has come to the conclusion 
that the said Shri G. Ailaiah is not a fit person to be 
retained in Government Service and that removal from 
service would meet the ends of justice. 


NOW, THEREFORE, the undersigned in exercise of the 
powers conferred under clause (b) to sub-rule (21 of Rule 
12 of CCS (CC&A) Rules, 1965, read with DAE Order No. 
2/2/82-Vig, dt. 9-5-1983 hereby imposes the penalty of re¬
